chiefly  barges  loaded  with  bricks,  corn 
and  various  merchandises;  a few  col- 
liers for  the  gas  works:  a large  quantity 
of  manure  is  brought  down  for  use  on 
the  land.  There  is  also  some  traffic  in 
iron  and  other  material  removed  from 
the  Railway  \\  harf.

Barges  were  ordered  to  be  cleansed 
after  carrying  London  manure.  The 
water  supply  and  arrangements  for  its 
storage  have  been  satisfactory  in  all 
cases. 

S(;ven  defects  have  been  found 
needing  action  to  be  taken  or  sending  of 
written  notices:  these  have  been  reme- 
died. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
reported  on  board  any  vessel  in  the 
port.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Regulations  as  to  Food  Act.  1907. 

Included  in  the  area  of  the  Port  are 
the  lieds  of  the  Faversham  Oyster  Co. 
and  also  other  layings  of  shell  fish  on 
either  side  of  the  Swale:  no  case  of  in- 
fectious disease  has  been  suspected  of 
arising  from  them.

This  total  includes  5 from  foreign  ports 
laden  with  roofing  tiles  from  France, 

The  vessels  using  the  port  are  prin- 
cipally barges  engaged  in  coast  trade 
from  London.  Their  freights  consisted 
of  timber,  soap,  corn,  fertilisers  and 
coal:  at  Oare  and  Ccnyer,  breeze  and 
manure.  A large  number  have  brought 
Thames  ballast  for  use  on  Ihe  new 
County  roads. 

The  barges  bringing  manure  have 


been  thoroughly  cleansed  after  discharg- 
ing their  cargoes.  Seven  verbal  notices 
have  been  given  for  this  work.  No 
cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on 
l)oard  any  vessel  while  in  port.  The 
arrangements  for  water  storage  on  ves- 
sels have  been  satisfactory. 

No  food  stuffs  have  arrived  at  the  port 
\\ithin  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health 
(Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act,  1907. 

Following  the  recommendations  of 
on ! of  the  Ministry’s  Inspectors  after  liis 
visit  to  the  area  the  Authority  have 
provided  a number  of  rat  guards  for 
use  in  connection  with  vessels  from 
foreign  ports  bringing  feeding  stuffs 
into  the  port.
